Only  a  very  small  portion  of  our 
crop  is  grown  for  exhibition,  the  balance  is  field  grown  just  like 
potatoes.  This  means  clean  stock,  full  of  pep,  and  ready  to  produce. 
We  do  not  claim  our  prices  to  be  the  lowest — it  cost  real  money  to 
grow  good  stock.  Our  experience  has  been  that  most  of  the  cut  price 
stock  offered  in  good  varieties  is  a  small  backyard  surplus  which  has 
been  forced,  and  is  expensive  at  any  price. 

We  are  not  following  the  practice  so  common  these  days  of  listing 
every  new  introduction  of  the  year  without  any  knowledge  of  its  merits 
— and,  of  which  two-thirds  will  have  disappeared  in  two  or  three 
years’  time.  Every  new  one  in  this  book  has  either  been  grown  in  our 
own  garden  or  we  have  watched  it  growing  under  conditions  which 
have  convinced  us  of  its  merits.

With  such  an  endless  number  of  varieties  being  placed  on  the 
market  each  year,  we  can  readily  imagine  the  doubts  and  confusion 
that  must  exist  in  the  mind  of  the  average  Dahlia  “fan”  who  does  not 
have  an  opportunity  to  personally  check  on  these  highly  rated  cre¬ 
ations.  We  are  offering  below  a  very  few  of  those  we  consider  as 
having  real  outstanding  merit.  One  writer  asks  for  Dahlias  with 

personality.  We  believe  this  entire  group  has  it. 

ARCTURUS  (Peck)  F.  D.  We  saw  this  growing  at  the  trial  gardens 
last  year  where  it  impressed  us  as  one  of  the  most  outstanding 
varieties  there,  and  the  best  of  the  several  bright  reds.  The  color, 
scarlet  red  suffused  deep  golden  yellow  and  yellow  reverse  is  most 
striking.  The  plants  make  a  uniform  sturdy  growth.  Size  is,  of 
course,  large,  making  an  all  around  good  variety  which  is  going  to 
be  heard  from  for  a  long  time.

ELINOR  M.  RADELL  (Felsinger)  I.  D.  This  was  introduced  in  a 

limited  way  in  1933.  However,  it  is  so  unknown  to  most  “fans” 
that  it  might  well  be  included  as  a  1934  introduction.  We  saw  it 
growing  at  Storrs  in  1932  where  it  impressed  us  more  than  any  other 
variety  in  the  garden  of  a  lot  of  good  ones.  The  color  is  a  lovely 
shell  pink  shading  to  rose  at  center.  A  very  clean-cut  grower  and 
a  pink  which  will  make  a  good  running  mate,  either  as  a  cut 
flower  or  on  the  exhibition  table,  to  the  popular  Jersey’s  Beauty. 
A  certificate  of  merit  and  an  Honor  Roll  variety.  The  price  is 
very  low  for  a  new  variety  of  such  sterling  merit.

ELEANOR  ROOSEVELT  (Veile  &  Mendham)  1.  D.  This  new  white 
was  the  sensation  of  the  New  York  show  although  it  was  not  pos¬ 
sible  to  show  only  one  bloom  due  to  the  previous  severe  storms. 
Several  good  whites  have  recently  made  their  appearance  but  we 
think  they  will  all  have  to  bow  to  this  namesake  of  our  first  lady. 
The  blooms  are  very  large,  but  in  no  way  coarse,  and  face  you  at 
just  the  correct  angle.  The  color  is  the  purest  white.  An  Honor 
Roll  variety.  We  offer  it  with  the  consent  and  approval  of  the 
introducers  and  all  orders  will  be  supplied  from  their  stock.

GOLDEN  ECLIPSE  (Badetty  Bros.)  F.  D.  While  we  have  not,  of 
course,  as  yet  grown  this  Dahlia,  we  feel  certain  that  the  origi¬ 
nators  most  aptly  describe  it  in  calling  it  a  fool  proof  variety.  Its 
clean-cut  appearance  is  the  first  impression  it  makes  on  you.  The 
color  is  a  clear  golden  yellow  shading  to  a  warm  salmon  or  flesh 
color  at  center.  It  is  a  most  vigorous  grower,  height  up  to  7  feet, 
and  flowering  habits  are  excellent.  Exhibition  flowers  may  be  cut 
with  4  or  5  foot  stems.  A  certificate  of  merit  winner  at  the  trial 
gardens  and  a  two  time  Honor  Roll  variety.

HONOR  BRIGHT  (Peck).  This,  like  Arcturus  impressed  us  at  the 
trial  gardens.  Mr.  Peck  describes  it  as  a  self  color  of  peach  red 
to  light  jasper  and  toward  the  end  of  the  season  running  into  a  deep 
orange.  It  must  show  much  more  color  at  its  home  in  Ohio  than 
here  in  the  East.  As  we  saw  it,  there  was  no  suggestion  of  anything 
but  a  fine,  clear  orange.  Whatever  the  color  may  be,  it  is  sure  to 
make  its  way  in  the  Dahlia  World.  The  plants  are  excellent  growers 
with  a  fine  insect-proof  foliage.

ORIENTAL  GLORY  (Delight-U  Gardens)  I.  D.  An  orange  beauty 
which  comes  to  us  from  the  Mid-West  and  which  we  were  privileged 
to  show  in  New  York  last  season.

Stems 
are  long  with  blooms  nicely  placed,  foliage  is  healthy  and  clean.

CITY  OF  POUGHKEEPSIE  (S.  C.)  A  prolific  two  color  variety 
similar  to  Farncot  but  heavier  formation.  It  is  deep  purple  with 
white  tips.

FRANK  LOCKARD  (F.  D.)  We  expect  to  grow  this  new  introduction 
extensively  for  our  cut  flower  trade,  as  the  long  rigid  stems  par¬ 
ticularly  adapt  it  for  this  purpose.  Color  is  true  purple.  Size  7  to 
8  inches  and  an  ideal  grower.  Roots  $7.50  Plants  $3.75 

FULL  MOON  (F.  D.)  Clear  golden  yellow  with  wide  heavy  petals. 
A  1932  Honor  Roll  Dahlia.  Roots  $5.00  Plants  $2.00 

GRACE  CURLING  (I.  D.)  A  glorious  decorative  of  great  size  and 
imposing  in  both  form  and  color.  It  is  orchid  lavender  shading  to 
white  at  base  with  something  of  a  silvery  overcast.  An  imported 
variety  which  will  be  grown  here  for  a  long  time.

JAMES  KIRBY  (I.  D.)  Another  season  has  shown  that  we  made  no 
mistake  in  featuring  this  variety  in  our  1933  catalogue.  The  past 
season  it  has  gained  a  Certificate  of  Merit  at  the  official  trial  gar¬ 
dens.

JEAN  TRIMBEE  (S.  C.)  The  rich  purple  or  petunia  violet  of  this 
flower  instantly  attract.  It  has  heavy  petals  which  are  not  only 
revolute,  but  twisted  and  curled.  Plants  are  good  growers  with  long 
stems.

JIM  MOORE  (I.  D.)  A  Dahlia  worthy  of  a  place  in  any  garden. 
It  is  distinctive  in  both  form  and  color.  The  petals  are  long  and 
regular,  rolling  back  at  tips.  Color  primrose  yellow,  shaded  gold 
and  suffused  salmon.  Roots  $1.00  Plants  $  .50 

JERSEY’S  GLORY  (F.  D.)  A  very  clear  shade  of  yellowish  orange. 
The  stems  are  long  and  it  is  a  good  keeper  making  it  a  fine  cut 
flower.  Roots  $  .75 

KAWEAH  (I.  D.)  Dahlias  seem  to  be  coming  still  larger  each  season 
and  this  is  one  of  the  latest  breaks.  It  grows  large  with  but  very 
little  effort.  Color  is  fuschia-rose  shading  to  a  rich  cardinal.  Two 
foot  stems  are  not  uncommon.  If  you  like  the  big  ones,  don’t  miss 
this.

KEMP’S  VIOLET  WONDER  (I.  D.)  A  big,  deep  napthaline  violet 
which  is  too  well  known  to  require  much  description.  Flowers  large 

and  full.  Roots  $  .75 

KENTUCKY  (F.  D.)  A  sport  of  Jersey’s  Beauty  and  identical  in 
every  way  except  color  which  is  combination  of  soft  salmon,  orange 
and  gold.  Equally  good  as  a  cut  flower  as  its  parent.  Roots  $  .50 

KING  MIDAS  (1.  D.)  Large  deep  golden  yellow.  Roots  $  .50 

LINCOLN  G.  DICKEY  (S.  C.)  The  first  plant  in  the  garden  to  bloom 
and  it  stays  right  on  the  job  until  the  last.  The  color  is  primrose 
yellow  with  a  decided  rose  suffusion.  Roots  $1.00 

LA  FIESTA.  A  huge  informal  decorative  of  butter  yellow  penciled 
red.  A  true  variegated  Dahlia  made  up  of  a  mass  of  lacy  petals 

that  curl  and  twist.  Roots  $5.00  Plants  $2.50 

LONG  HILL  (1.  D.)  One  of  the  few  good  seedlings  from  Jane  Cowl. 

Color  is  gold  and  rose  with  a  yellow  center  and  rose  reverse.  Plants 
are  vigorous  growers,  long  stems  and  a  fine  bloomer.

MARMION  (I.  D.)  A  large  exhibition  flower  of  golden  yellow  with 
bronze  suffusions  on  reverse.  Long  stems.  Roots  $  .75 

MARY  HELEN  (Ball)  We  were  very  much  pleased  with  the  recep¬ 
tion  given  this,  our  1931  introduction.  We  felt  that  there  was  a 
need  for  a  good  yellow  Ball  dahlia,  and  the  satisfaction  with  which 
this  has  been  received  has  justified  this  opinion.  Mary  Helen  is  the 
largest  type  of  Ball  dahlia  with  very  fine  erect  stems.  The  color  is 
clear  glistening  yellow.  Roots  $  .50 

MERIDIAN  (In.  Cactus)  A  fine  erect  growing  cactus  of  a  delicate 
creamy  pink  with  a  soft  blush  cast  towards  the  tips.  Perfect  stems 
and  good  form.  Roots  $  .50 

META  SCAMMEL  (I.  D.)  The  many  twisted  and  curled  petals  make 
this  a  dahlia  of  most  artistic  formation.  The  color  is  likewise  most 
appealing,  being  amaranth  pink  shading,  lighter  at  tips  and  reverse 
of  petals.  Makes  a  big  bushy  plant.  Roots  $  .50 

MINNIE  EASTMAN  (S.  C.)  The  brilliant  flame  color  of  this  instantly 
catches  the  eye,  and  the  long  cane-like  stems,  together  with  its  fine 
healthy  foliage,  and  free  flowering  habits,  make  up  the  sort  of  a 
dahlia  which  we  all  like  to  see.  Color  is  flame  with  an  undershading 
of  deep  yellow.  Roots  $  .75  Plants  $  .50 

MISS  HARRIET  HOCTOR  (I.  D.)  Our  1931  introduction.  It  is  of 
the  largest  size,  the  blooms  being  very  full  and  deep.  The  color  is 
true  purple,  which  glistens  when  the  sun  is  shining  on  it.  It  grows 
tall  and  for  best  results  should  be  topped  when  about  a  foot  high.

MONMOUTH  CHAMPION  (I.  D.)  A  big  spreading  flower  which  can 
be  grown  as  large  as  any  of  them.  The  color  is  a  brilliant  orange 
scarlet.  Stems  and  other  habits  good.

MURPHY’S  MASTERPIECE  (I.  D.)  This  immense  red  is  a  prize 
winner  whenever  shown.  It  can  be  grown  larger  than  any  other 
existing  variety  and  with  no  particular  forcing.

MOLLY  SHEPARD  (F.  D.)  There  is  much  demand  nowadays  for 
dahlias  with  heavy  insect  resisting  foliage.  This  1932  introduction 
of  ours  has  about  the  largest  and  toughest  foliage  of  any  variety  we 
ever  saw.  The  plants  are  about  four  feet  high,  and  the  huge  broad 
leaves  hang  from  them  much  the  same  as  a  tobacco  plant.
